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U.S. Not Very 
Hopeful About 
•Nuclear Talks

WASHINGTON (AP)-Top U.S. 


officials have very little hope at 
the-moment that the Moscow nu- 
clear test ban talks next month 
will lead to a breakthrough in the 
long East-West deadlock. 


Their primary reason is that 


Soviet Premier Khrushchev is re- 
•forted to be holding rigidly to his 
'position that a test ban treaty 
can be adequately enforced1 with- 
out any kind of international in- 
spection inside the Soviet Union. 


Another reason for lack of op- 


timjsm regarding the U.S.-British- 
Rus'sian negotiations in mid-July 
is that officals believe Khrush- 
chev is under heavy pressure 
from his military advisors to hold 
another series of nuclear weapons 
Jests later this year. 


The 'Soviet Union, after a three- 


year moratorium, resumed testing 
in. 1961 and ! followed up with a 
second round of tests in 1962. Aft- 
er the Soviets scuttled the mora- 
torium the United' States 
also 


tested, and some of the best-in- 
formed authorities here now be- 
lieve that the arms race probably 
will go on in this pattern with 
jnew weapons experiments in the 
Sail.

If this: is the outlook, Washington 


authorities are puzzled about the 
reasons 
why Khrushchev has 


chosen during the past week to 
respond as he has to Western in- 
itiative related to the test ban 
issue. 


The first of these moves came 


a week ago when he accepted a 
proposal by Kennedy and British 
i|LPrime Minister Harold Macmillan 
ro' hold high level discussions in 
an; effort to re-examine the inspec- 
tioji and detection problem and 
seel-whether the1 deadlock might 
be; broken.

Guards Back 
on Jobs at 
Alabama 


HUNTSVILLE, Ala. (AP) 
— 


Thousands of Alabama National 
Guardsmen return to their civilian 
jobs today after a third Negro 
entered the University of Ala- 
bama system quietly and without 
incident. 


Dave M, McGlathery. a 27-year- 


old mathematician at the Mar- 
shall Space Flight Center, regis- 
tered at the Alabama Extension 
Center Thursday. 


Later, he took his seat for his 


first class in "series and special 
functions," an advanced mathe- 
matics course for graduate stu- 
dents. 


McGlathery 
said 
the 
course 


would be difficult, but "I'll stay 
with it." He said he noticed no 
reaction from his fellow students. 


With the three Negroes now en- 


rolled — McGlathery at Huntsville 
ana; two othelrs at themain cam- 
pus in Tuscaoosa — the Army 
authorized possibly 13,000 federal- 
ized National Guardsmen to re- 
turn to their regular occupations. 


Units released from 
standby 


duty were those not involved in 
guard duty at Tuscaloosa or those 
engaged in summer training. 
. Approximately 17,000 Alabama 
guardsmen were called into fed- 
eral service Tuuesday after Gov. 
George C. Wallace atempted to 
prevent the enrollment of two Ne- 
groes at the main university cam- 
pus. 


About 2,000 guardsmen are de- 


ployed at Tuscaloosa. An addi- 
tional 2,000 are on two weeks of 
active duty training at Ft. Mc- 
Clellan, Ala., Ft. Gordon, Ga., 
and Camp Shelby,, Miss. 


As Mcglathery was registering 


at Huntsville, campus life was be- 
ginning to return to near normal 
at the university in Tuscaloosa, 160 
mlies to the southwest. 
Barricades were removed from 
most of the campus and automo- 
biles were permitted on the uni- 
versity grounds for the first time 
since Saturday.

The first of 10 planned dwelling 


units—a three bedroom, brick ve- 
neer home—has been completed. 
Mayor Joe Sweatt 
said 
other 


houses would be started as soon 
as the. city can afford them. 


The completed house will sell, 


Sweatt said, for $11,500, "several 
hundred dollars less than a simi- 
lar house would cost in Little 
Rock or Pine Bluff." 


Sweatt said a wealthy benefac- 


tor,, who asked to remain anon- 
ymous, put up the money for the 
first 
house. 
The project 
was 


launched by the Inter-Community 
Development Council, similar to 
an industrial development group. 


One factor that made such a 


project necessary. Sweatt said, is 
Prattsville's effort to get a city 
water system. It needs 125 custo- 
mers io get a monthly rate of $4 
a home and at last count it has 
104 potential users. 


Sweatt said Prattsville 
offers 


potential residents "an ideal little 
community for anyone who enjoys 
country living. It's a good Baptist 
community with lots of friendly 
people." 


Prratsville is nine miles west of 


Sheridan on Highway 270.

Berry was paid $500 for ex- 


penses and will be paid another 
$500 if enough rain falls, cotton 
farmer Dick Conner said at Au- 
gusta. Conner said he and 20 of 
his friends had raised the money. 


The Southmoor Golf and Coun- 


try Club at suburban Whitehaven 
in Memphis revealed Thursday it 
had put out feelers to get Berry 
to bring rain to the club's recent- 
ly seeded course. 


James Little, a spokesman for 


the club, said there was no com- 
mittment,; but if Berry could pro- 
duce enough rain, "It would be 
worth his $2,000 fee."

Police and FBI agents pursued 


clues into several states in their 
hunt for the sniper who ambushed 
Medgar W. Evcrs,, a field secre- 
tary of the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored 
People, early Wednesday. 


Evidence found near the scene 


of the murder had been rushed to 
the FBI laboratories in Washing- 
ton, but so far there was no solu- 
tion of the crime. 


The evidence included one fin- 


gerprint found on a rifle evidently 
used to kill Evcrs as he prepared 
Vf> enter ihis home. 


Civil rights leaders from many 


states arc expected to attend the 
funeral of Evcrs at the Negro 
Masonic Temple Saturday. It was 
announced that Evers, a veteran 
of World War II, would be buried 
in Arlington National Cemetery 
some time next week. 


Negro leaders rallied their fol- 


lowers to press forward with their 
street marches in protest against 
racial barriers. Such demonstra- 
tions led Thursday to 90 arrests, 
and some club-swinging by police. 


A white professor who joined in 


the demonstrations got a hero's 
reception when he appeared in a 
bloodied shirt Thursday night at 
a rally of hymn-singing, cheering 
Negroes at the African Methodist 
Episcopal Zion Church on Blair 
Street. 


Prof. John Sailer, 29, who hails 


from Flagstaff, Ariz., had a ban- 
dage on his head where a police 
club struck, and his blood-stained 
blue sweatshirt was torn d!own the 
middle. 


He/said he had just been re- 


leased in $200 bond on charges of 
disturbing the peace and resisting 
arrest. 


Salter, a square-jawed man with 


burning blue eyes, teaches sociol- 
ogy at Tougaloo Southern Chris- 
tian College near here, a school 
attended mostly by Negroes. 


The body of Evers lay for the 


time in a Negro funeral parlor 
where the slain man's widow al- 
most collapsed when she came to 
view it in its slate-gray casket. 


Falling across the coffin, she 


kissed the dead man's face, whis- 
pered in his ear, ran her fingers 
through his hair. 


Negro leaders made rto progress 


when they met Thursday with 
Mayor Allen Thompson in another 
effort to lower race barriers. 


He told them that Negro police, 


men and school crossing guards 
will be appointed as previously 
promised; but he reiterated his 
stand against a prime Negro de- 
mand, appointment of a biracial 
study committee to study such 
things as Negro job opportuunities 
and 
desegregation 
of 
eating 


places and schools. 


"I know how such committees 


operate and' I know they don't 
work," the mayor said. 


The Negro leaders' version of 


the conference was given later at 
the NAACP rally in the church,, 
where some 500 peopel linked 
hands and swayed as they sang 
and cheered in the steaming heat.
